Govemor, 

I wanted to convey the conversation that t had with Greta Clark, the woman you met at One Lord Sunday in the 
Valley. Greta wanted to share with you the vision that she felt God had given her for the Yupik people in 
particular, but which is appiicable for all Natives; you asked me to get her phone number so that our office might 
contact her later. 

Greta fs a Christian and a prayer warrior, and she says there is stilf a tremendous amount of pain in Afaska's 

Native communities due to Non-native on Native injustice and duplicity. When she visits these communities with : 

her ministry, she tells them of the apologies she's received from Non-natives for the way the Native people have 

been treated, apologies that have helped her move forward. She says that - especially in the far north - they 

respond with, "We have not heard this! We're hurt! They broke our trust, stote from us, and hurt us. We don't 

believe what you have said they say." 

Greta longs for reconciliation and healing. She believes this can only begin with a public apology. She said that it 

needs to be someone who can reach across the line of pain, eventually suggesting that if you felt God lead you in 

this direction, that you be the one to issue such an apology at an upcoming AFN conference, [f the opportunity 

presented itself. Greta believes that a public apology would begin deep heating, bring political alignment, and 

provide opportunity for the Native communities - right now, Greta says that most far north Native communities are 

NOT supportive of AGIA, because they fear the land will be ruined or taken from them even further. She thinks j 

they would support your efforts to build a gasfine, if they knew that you (oved them and were caring for their best j 

interests. She mentioned Todd, saying that the fact that your husband is Native would strengthen the impact your 

apology would have. Greta believes that the apology would help Native communities move past their pain. 

I asked Greta if she was connected to a prayer network, and she laughed and said, "Oh, yes!" She said they 

keep you in their prayers, and are constantty bringing their wounded people before God. I thanked her and asked 1 

her to continue to do so; in the case that you speak at future AFN's, you will most certainiy have prayer cover 

from the Native community. | 

I don't know what your upcoming schedule looks like, although l'm certain ifs busy; but if you do have such an ; 
opportunity, and you feei you should take it I would be privileged to assist you with remarks to move forward on ' 
the path to reconciliation. Please let me know if you have any questions for me regarding this conversation/topic, 
and thank you for your time.

In case you get questions, we have opposed the exclusion of Alaska from this coastal and 
estuarine grant program {see below). The program has been beneficial to Alaska. 

Originally, we heard rumors that Mr. Young was contemplating an Alaska exclusion and 
were assured that this was not the case. So, we were quite surprised when the exclusion 
of several coastal states was included in Iegislation pending before the House Resources 
Committee. Recently, we have reiterated our concern and have joined several other 
organizations and states that are seeking deletion of the amendment. 

I don't know why Mr. Young would pursue this. The amendment is based on population 
density. So, he had to know that it would disadvantage Alaska, and his staff was told by 
us and others about the use of these federal funds to protect specific river mileage in 
Alaska. 

My guess is that Mr. Young's amendment will be deleted either in the House or later in 
the legislative process.

The Hill reports that Young carved out an exemption for Alaska' s coasts from a bill that 
would create a grant program to protect these areas.

The amendment says only states with coastal populations of "at least 85 people per 
square mile" can apply for the coastal preservation grants. That kicks Oregon, Maine and 
Minnesota out of applying for grants.
